tho - university ycBterday afternoon. 
The petition points, out ^thiAVM^ 
registration merits (reprewntiitloin for 
Commerce, and It also maintains that 
the large and growing impwtanoe of 
unlverelty studies in commerce war- 
ntiïfeàtStlwl blrector of the School 
ffffommeml^come a member of the 
Sonate, ex officio, In order' to safe- 
guard the interests of thç School of 
obmmercei as. well as^ those of the 
whole university. 

thé - inequity of the present plan 
ot representation is clearly indicated 
by the fact that the Faculty of Law 
with 85 students has been gnntti two 
représentatives, while the School of 
Commerce with 199 Bachelor, of Com- 
mefoe itwlents and 315 Diploma stu- 
dentsjtaking'ttie fottr-Tear'obiirw has 
no representatives. It is pointed out. 
In view cf the ifabt that there are over 
1,200 stodients in the Faculty of Arts 
and Sciowe. it ' is BUggested -that the 
representation on the Senate for thU 
faculty be ralsèd' from two to three, 
the third member to be, ex officio, thé 
Director of the School of Commerce.

Taking the Canadian 
situation is illustrà^ve he .pobited out 
that in the boom years from 1926 to 
1929' the ovoroge wage" was $1045 
against ^1680 for a decent 'living in-

speaker concluded with' général' re- 
marks concerning the direct attribu- 
tion of the slums to the present sys- 
tem,; Discussion then ensued led by 
Professor Eugene" Porsey of the De-

Zatz, the fh:st - speaker of the 
afternoon, chose as Ills subject 
"The Abolition of Capital PunUh- 
ment." He denounced capital 
punishment as a philosophy of the 
middle ages, brutal- uid' - destruc- 
tive. The fear of punishment; he 
maintained, does not hinder homi- 
cides from their purpose, any .moi-c 
than putting gun and bayonet in 
the hands of soldiers prevents war.

Attendance At Lectures 

TN SOME European universities, the student has 

the option of attending or not attending 
olasses- Vlt Is genùslly the custom on this con- 
tinent to' have compulsory attendance at lectures. 
If a student absents himself from class without a 
sufficient excuse, he is penaliaed by the professor. 
Both systems have voluble supporters. The idea 
is suggested that these two systems ^ represent ex- 
tremes, and that there might be a iiappy medium. 

In a lecture an idea or a series of ideas is 
dramatised. In it there is an appeal to the eye as 
well as to the ear, thereby making an impression 
upon the mind through two different senses. To 
a large group, of people this'twb-fold impression is 
certainly an invaluable on& ' From the 'spoken- 
word they obtain a better grasp of the' whole prob- 
lem. Prom seeing and hearing the lecturer they 
jieoeive impressions that serve to limn the Idea 
inore indelibly.., When , these people read over the 
matter, thty .tàai'i ^tàÙ^ iiifi.tQrvaxû: they can 
link tbgeUi«^£tt?«W^EBS^-t^^ 
with , much greater fMiilty. than it they hod de- 
pended upon the written word alone. They liave 
been moved to great intellectual : activity; / more

Are all college students in tliis class'/ Perhaps 
everyone has had experience at one time or an- 
other with a' lecturer of great emotional, inspira- 
tional, and. dj-namlc power.
